Everything seemed to happen at the 
last minute to delay the show and 
early Thursday morning, not a frame 
had been hung on the large easles on 
which they were shown, however this 
task was undertaken about mid day 
and before evening most of the frames 
were in place. 

As was to be expected, few out of 
town visitors arrived on Thursday 
and those who did come well under- 
stood the situation and many of them 
jumped in and helped get the show in 
shape. Among the willing workers we 
found “Big” Bill Preston of Cleveland 
and Jack Schildhouse. By Friday, the 
entire show was in shape and the 
Bourse had grown to good propor- 
tions. 

Saturday was of course the big day 
and new faces appeared in rapid suc- 
cession, until late in the afternoon 
when Don Dickason put on his auction 
sale before a crowd of near 200 bid- 
ders. How many more were swim- 
ming in the lake at this time is more 
than we can tell. 

The Banquet on Saturday night was 
attended by nearly 150 and it was an 
excellent feed. 

The entertainment was furnished 
by Ackley’s Orchestra and Margaret 
Kelly entertained with several Sop- 
rano Solos. We were told that Mar- 
garet was a Sandusky girl and she 
deserves a far better opportunity to 
use her voice than can be had in such 
a large hall as was used for this oc- 
casion.

Following the banquet the crowd 
broke up into parties to find their 
entertainment in the different “hot 
spots”. The Visiting Firemen held 
an initiation, which we did not attend 
because the secret nature of the order 
would have forbidden our telling our 
readers about it anyway and we felt 
that we could do best by covering 
some of the occasions which could be 
made public. 

For that reason we strolled back to 
the Exposition Hall where four mem- 
bers of the Sandusky Stamp Club en- 
tertained with string instruments be- 
fore an appreciative audience. Many 
of the old time pieces were revived 
and those who missed this part of the 
show missed an enjoyable hour. 

Come midnight and the leaving of 
the last boat from the Point, the 
crowd thinned down a bit but still 
there were many who were “ready to 
go”. and R. H. Hunt together with 
“Doggy” Shepard and his “Far” Bet- 
ter Half, chaperoned a party who went 
out on the highways to get some air 
and what delightful air it was out 
there, the first cool breeze that we 
had felt for three days. 

Altho the banquet was but a short 
time past the crowd was ready to eat 
again and the Spaghetti eating contest 
between Mary and Margaret from 
Detroit ended in a tie for they both 
cleaned their platters. 

At meetings of this sort it is often 
hard to tell where one day ends and 
another begins but so long as one gets 
a bit of sleep in between it is con- 
sidered good form to call that night 
time and to start the next day when 
one arises so the next day was Sun- 
day and this brought many excursion- 
ists and visitors who could not get 
there earlier in the week. 

Sunday afternoon saw the beginning 
of the end and ere night fall most of 
the attendants were on their way 
home.

On Philatelic Mail 


Third Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, August 1, 1933. 


The Department has received many 
complaints from philatelists in regard 
to the defacing by postal employees 
of stamps on letters and parcels 
which are mailed in order to obtain 
distinct cancelations and add to their 
philatelic value. The Department 
recognizes that the activities of the 
thousands of stamp collectors or 
philatelists provide a profitable source 
of revenue and since the number of 
persons becoming interested in col- 
lecting stamps is constantly increas- 
ing this business is of proportions 
worth seeking. Considering its finan- 
cial importance, postal employees 
should appreciate the advantages of 
cooperating as far as consistent with 
the protection of the postal revenues 
to encourage the growth of this busi- 
ness, : 

All postal employees engaged in de- 
facing mail must be constantly on the 
alert for letters and parcels appear- 
ing to have a philatelic value. Such 
letters and parcels are often indicated 
by some exceptional arrangement of 
the stamps on the cover, by stamps

Mail of this character 
particularly should be given clear and 
distinct cancelations, with black can- 
celing ink furnished by the Depart- 
ment, that are so much desired by col- 
lectors. Heavy daubers or rubber 
cancelers that obliterate the stamp 
and render the stamp unfit for collec- 
tion purposes should never be used on 
recognized philatelic mail. 

Supervisors and foremen should 
give this business their personal and 
particular attention.

Nira, lowa—N. R. A. 


An interesting bit of information 
comes from Melvin Schulte of Breda, 
Iowa, who quotes from the Des 
Moines Sunday Register and gives us 
the following information. 

There is a town in Iowa, named 
“Nira.” It is the only town in the 
United States by this name. It has 
nine houses, including the general 
store and postoffice and has a popula- 
tion of twenty souls, located in Wask- 
ington County, Iowa. None of the 
residents take any daily newspaper. 
Sometime ago the front of the store 
and postoffice building collapsed. Ac- 
cording to E. J. Yoder, Nira’s Repub- 
lican postmaster the village was 
named after Nira Moffit, the first 
white child born in the vicinity. Older 
residents, however, say the matter is 
in dispute. It is a moot question 
whether the town was named after 
Nira Moffit or Nira Moffit after the 
town.

N R A FIRST 


On July 31st, there 
DAY COVERS 


came to our office in- 
formation direct 
from Postmaster General Farley, re- 
garding the issue of a special postage 
stamp to further the cause and spread 
the tidings of NRA. The announce- 
ment stated that the stamp would be 
issued from Washington, D. C., on or 
before August 15th. At the time this 
notice reached us it was then four 
days past the date for the closing of 
our forms for our issue of August 
5th. At that time much of our type- 
setting and makeup of forms for the 
August 5th issue had been completed. 
So far as we were concerned the pa- 
per was all finished except running 
it through the press, wrapping and 
mailing. 

BUT—we realized the importance 
of this announcement, we realized 
that unless something was done, done 
quickly and done right that there 
would doubtless be thousands of 
stamp collectors all‘over the country 
who would miss out on getting a first 
day cover of the greatest, the most 
desirable and the most interesting 
postage stamp that this Government 
had ever issued. 

At the date that we received the in- 
formation we were without any ad- 
vertising copy from any dealer. Copy 
had to be printed in our August 5th 





issue or it would be too late to do any 
dealer any good. We have never be- 
fore offered to service or supply 
stamps on first day covers for our 
readers but in this instance we felt 
that we were obligated to our readers 
to make the announcement of this 
new stamp and to offer them a means 
of obtaining the first day covers. 

Feeling this obligation as we did, 
we immediately tore up some of our 
forms, had new matter set for them, 
figured a schedule of prices for cover 
service, trying to base this on other 
figures of dealers on previous issues 
and we began to prepare a special 
printed envelope. It has been a 
strenuous week, N R A has kept us 
busy and we hope that it will con- 
tinue to do so. 

After we had the announcement in 
the forms and on the press printing, 
copy for small advertisements came 
from two Washington Dealers who 
naturally being at headquarters 
would be the first to get the news and 
we gladly made space for both of 
these advertisements in the second 
forms of our paper. 

This then is the explanation, we 
have never before attempted a serv- 
ice of this sort for ample facilities 
have always been offered by several 
of our advertising patrons, but in this 
instance it looked at the start as 
though the paper would have to go to 
our readers without there being any 
offers therein for supplying them this 
new first day cover and it was solely 
for this reason that we undertook the 
task. 

Already some people have asked us 
if we will supply the Kosciuszko First 
Day Covers and our answer is posi- 
tively not. That stamp is already an- 
nounced, there will be plenty of op- 
portunity to get it in the usual man- 
ner and our only contribution to this 
new stamp will be a beautiful pic- 
torial envelope which will be ready 
for delivery in a short time. 


IT IS During the week of 
FORBIDDEN August Ist _ several 
orders came from 
dealers for the special envelopes 
which they naturally presumed that 
we would prepare for the new NRA 
stamps. It so happened that the en- 
velope we prepared for this new 
stamp bears the authorized N R A 
emblem, the blue eagle and wording 
in red. The use of this emblem is 
strictly forbidden by anyone other 
than those who have signed the 
N RA Code. A printer is forbidden 
to print this emblem on stationery or 
printed matter for anyone except on 
receipt of a signed statement that 
they have signed the code, and this 
statement was to have one of the 
small circular NRA seals attached. 
That therefore explains why we did 
not offer to sell or supply NRA en- 
velopes to collectors or dealers. 
Both LINPRINT and Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News have signed the N R A 
Code. We started working on a 5 day 


week of 7 hours per day on Monday, 


August 7th and will continue on this 
plan for the time being or until the 
national code for printers and pub. 
lishers, which is now before Mp, 
Johnson at Washington, is approved, 
when we will conform to the terms of 
that code. 

Personally we believe that a 3 
hour week for all industry and for as 
many other lines of work as practical 
is the proper thing to cure the tron. 
bles of the past. We favor mor 
leisure time for everyone and with a 
wage scale that will permit them t 
enjoy that leisure time.

Another Old Timer Passes || 


Fred L. Collins, Treasurer and past 
President of the Columbus Philatelic 
Club, died on July 30th after a six 
months’ illness. 

He was born on Prince Edward Isl- 
and January 1, 1876, and moved to 
Columbus in 1900, when he became a 
citizen of the U. S. He began his 
stamp collecting at an early age and 
as he was never known to sell a 
stamp, he had acquired a large collec- 
tion and many fine pieces. His spe- 
cialties were U. S., Canada and Cana- 
dian revenues, Fe cee being excep- 
tionally fine. 

He was active in the Columbus Club 
from its inception and was loved and 
honored by all of its members. 

In addition to his stamp activities 
he was a member of the Shrine and 
the Pen and Pencil Club of which 
he had been secretary-treasurer for 
thirty years. 

He was a fine gentleman and a true 
friend of broad mind and strict honor. 
He will be greatly missed by all his 
associates. 


Death of Prominent 
Minnesota Collector 


Stillman Bingham, aged 60, editor 
of the Duluth Herald and prominent 
in Minnesota philatelic circles, died 
suddenly at his home in Duluth, July 
22. Funeral services were conducted 
July 24. Mr. Bingham specialized in 
United States and British North 
America, having one of the most com- 
plete collections in Northern Minne- 
sota of these countries. 

He was a member of the American 
Philatelic Society, the Society of Phil- 
atelic Americans, the Collectors’ club 
(New York), the San Francisco stamp 
club and the Duluth Stamp society. 
He had been a director of the Duluth 
Stamp society the last two years and

It is generally agreed that sheets 
of Chicago imperforates, the new 
NRA and the other commemoratives 
that have appeared recently will be 
of great benefit to the stamp trade by 
the introduction of new collectors in- 
to the fold.

An innovation started by the New 
York Sun is a special cachet prepared 
for the 100th anniversary of its 
founding on September 3, 1833. To 
collectors sending envelopes the cach- 
et will be applied to each envelope and 
in addition a reproduction of the first 
issue of the Sun will be enclosed in 
all covers left unsealed and unstuffed.

At 
first blush it seems to be an easy 
stamp to pick up, but we know of one 
man who has looked over 50,000 of the 
stamp of this type, only to discover 
that they were all of #552 flat plate.
